people who have suffered from small­ 
pox generally live longer than people 
who have n o t Why this should be the 
case thoro is only an unproved theory 
to explain, and the theory is th at the 
microbes which go to make smallpox, 
being very powerful aud pugnacious, 
swallow up the microbes of many oth­ 
er diseases which they find in the sys­ 
tems of the persons they attack; hence, 
by contracting smallpox severely, you 
stand a good chance of elim inating 
from your system other diseases which 
would seize upon you at some tim e or 
other and, likely enough, prove fatal, 
j 
At the same tim e it m ust be adm it­ 
ted th a t smallpox is not scheduled as ti 
preventive medicine, ami the number 
of persons it either kills, maims or in­ 
flicts with m ental incapacities is prob­ 
ably greater than the num ber of per­ 
sons whose lives it prolongs. 
At the same time it is a fact th at the 
disease, though one of the most terri­ 
ble known to medical science, does you 
a great deal of good if yon are capable 
of throwing it off w ithout suffering 
after effects of a more serious charac­ 
ter than being pitted w ith the queer 
little m arks It almost invariably leaves 
behind to distinguish Its victims.
